whom I was myſelf. impannelled as a Juryman * 
to enquire into the Cauſe of her (for ſhe. was a 
Woman) Death. 'The Jury found, that ſhe died 


for Want, but then they alſo found, that ſhe 
did not die through any Oppreſſion or ill Uſage 


ſhe had received from the Keeper, or any one of 
his Servants: ' And here the Matter ended. Theſe

Effeminacy, Love of Pleaſure and Diſcord, may be

As theſe Evils have been brought on us by a Series 


of corrupt Adminittration, ſo they are no other Way 


to be remedied for the future, but by a conftant and 
uniform Courſe of wiſe, upright and righteous Pro- 
ceedings in the Great, We are bleſſed wich a King! 

who has nothing more at Heart than the Good of his 
People; He has often publickly lamented the Sins, 
Tniquities and Debaucheries of his People, and is rea- 
dy at all times to contribute what lies in his Power to 
reform the depraved Morals of his Subjects. Happy 
would He be, if He was ſurrounded by ſuch good and 
wile Counſellors, as would fer about che aride 
of his People, in Order to reſtore in Britons, the Cou- 


rage, Virtue and Magnanimity for which they have 
heretofore been ſo deſervedly famous. 


As for my Part, I can only ardencly wiſh, that the 
preſent Politicians and Stateſmen would take half the 


Pains to amend and correct the Lives and Morals of 


the lower Claſſes of the People, former Politicians and 
Stateſmen have taken to corrupt aud vitiate them, 


there might be ſome Hopes in Time ol a Reforma= 
tion. 


It is the Buſineſs of the following Pages to attempt 
a Reformation of the Houſe of Correction in Cler ken- 
well, which at this Time is full ot Debauchery and 
Wickedneſs, and fo unhappily conſtituted, that it is 


much to be wondered, moſt it not all, of the helpleſs 


Oftenders ſent thither, are not utterly debaucked, and 
ſtarved to Death. I ſhall therefore 
I. Lay betore the Reader and the Worthy Magi 
ſtrates of this County, the preſent State and Con- 
dition of this Goal. And 
II. Shew, in what an eaſy Manner, the Evils com- 
plwGained of, may be redreſſed. 
And this I ſhall do in the tollowing Order : 
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[ SECT. I. Of the many Debaucheries of this Goal, 

| occaſioned by the confuſed Intermixture of the Men 
and Women Priſoners. Of the Methods taken by Meu 
and Women to lis together in theKeeper's Beds; and 
why the Keeper winks at the ſame. 


I can ſaſely ſay, I came to this Place an utter Stran- 
ger to it, fave as to its Situation, I do not remember 
that [ had ever ſo much as looked in at the Door, as 

1 had paſſed by; and as to its Conſtitution, the Cu- 
ſtoms, Fc. therein uſed, thoſe I never, thought of. 

Rowever, the Day came when I was to be removed 

from Newga#e to Clerkenwell Bridewel!, as it is vulgat- 
ly called, and, on this Occaſion, I well remembered 
the old Saw, Time and Tide ſtay for no Man. It was 
on the twentieth Day of Fa/y, in the Year 1756, I was, 
purſuant to my Sentence, which 1 had before received 
i in the Court of King's Bench, Weſtminſter, to be re- 
1 moved by the Keeper of his Majeſty's Goal of New- 
LIND: gate, to the Houſe of Correction in Clerkenwell. About 
halt an Hour after twelve o' Clock at Noon, the Turn- 
key, Mr. Freeborn (J was then ſtanding at the Felons - 
Gate in Newgats) called up, as is cuſtomary in ſuch 
Caſes, to the Gatemen, Above there. Who immediate- 
ly anſwer'd, Below there. To this the Turnkey adds, 
Tell An. to get ready. He never mentions for 
hat. Then the Gatemen anſwer, Mr. — is at the 
Gate, Which in their Language, is as much as to ſay, 
1 The Party wanted, is ready. 
15 About One o' Clock, the Turnkey ſhut the lower 
5 Gate, as he always does when he comes up tor a Pri- 
| | ſoner, and called out, Clear the Hall. Which is a 
| Term to denote that allPerſons mutt go away from the 
Gate before opened, except the Party wanted. 'I hen 
the four Gatemen cover the Door-way or Avenue of 
the Gate, the Turnkey opens the Noor on the Outſide, 
1 and the Priſoner comes out. I took my Leave of my 
Ii! Fellow-Ftifoners, who, all to a Man, (for there is ny no

.gtermixture of Men and Women) pitied my Caſe, the 
Length of my Confinement, Cc. I was conducted down 
into the Lodge; when Mr. Frechorn calling to his Al- 
ſiſtance one of the Runners, we walked immediately 
away through Smith/eld to this diimalPlace, to which, 
as ] hinted before, 1 was as utter a Stra anger as tho! 1 
had been born and bred in ſome diſtant Re: gion. 

I arrived here between the Hours of One and Two 
at Noon: And as I had kept a Journal of ſuch Ke- 
marks, which I had hitherto mace fince my firſt Ap- 
prehenſion, I continued fo to do. 

Mr. Freeborn and the Runner ſoon left me, after they 
had delivered a Copy of my Commitment to Mis. Jones, 
the Miſtreſs of the Tap, and the Wite of the Jurnkey; 
for her Husband and the Keeper were gone out on 
Horſeback to take the Air, It was now 1 had the firſt 


Opportunity to look about me, and pulling out my

Memorandum Book, I fat Jos n the Time 1 came in. 


Looking about me, tho! then in the Tap, and it being 
very fine Weather, I obſeryed a great Number of dirty 
young Wenches, intermixed with ſome Men; ſome Fe- 
Ions, who had Fetters on, fitting on the Ground againſt 
a Wa II, ſunning and louſing chemſclves ; others lying 
round allcep; ; ſome leeping or lying with their Faces 
in the Mens Laps, and ſome Men doing the ſame by 
the Women. I found on Enquiry, that theſe Wenches, 
moſt of them, were ſent hither by the juſtices, as looſe 
and diſorderly Perſons. 1 did not ſtir out of the Tap, 
being in a ſtrange Place, and not knowing which Way 


to tura myſelf. The Evening drawing on, I was alarm- 
ed with a loud and, as it were ,menacing Repetition ot 


theſe Words, Al! in, and all up. Which Words were 
arkjphva by one who is here ſtiled a Zocker ; for he locks 
about Dark, all the Year round, the Priſoners in 
their ſoveral Apartments. Bur ſuch who have got Mo- 
ney, or their Friends are there, and treat them, ſuch 
may go into the Tap, call for what they like, eat, drink, 
and then go to their Beds, or lie on the Boards. I foon 
underſtood the Meaning of | it, and the Yard was quickly 
2 cleared

Cleared of the Priſonets. Some Time after, as I was 
ſitting by myſelf, I mean without any Perſon with whom 
I was acquainted, for in the Tap were many of the 
Piifoners drinking, the Locker came to me, having a 
Number of Keys in his Hand, and ſaid, Sir, walk this 
Way. I followed him up into along Gallery, in which 
were many Cells, or fleeping Places, like the Numbers 
in Bed/am. The Locker unlocked one of theſe Cells, 
or Cloſe Wards, as they call them, and holding the 
Door in his Band, he asked me, If I would lie in 
% a Bed.” I anſwered readily in the Affirmative; and 
then he immediately ſubjoined, “ You muſt give me 
d Shilling z the Cuſtom is for every Priſoner to pay 
« QOne-!{hilling to lie in a Bed for the firſt Night, and 
© Six- pence a Night ever after.“ I had but Eighteen 
Pence, wherefore I deſired to be excuſed paying till the 
next Day, Bur the Locker retorted, That his Ma- 


„ ſter, meaning the Keeper, had given him poſitive 
Orders to take a Shilling of me before I went roBed, 


t I mult lie on the Floor, in a Cell where there were 


e four or fixe others.“ I heſitated no longer, paid him, 


and deſired to have a Candle, for which I gave him a 


Penny. He brought me a Candle, twelve to a Pound, 


and then I went to Bed. 1 flept little this Night, which 
I conceited to be owing to the Cloſeneſs of the Cell, 
and the Heat of the Weather. I was forced ſeveral 

imes to {it uptight to fetch my Breath. Another In- 
convenience was the Piſs- bowl, which ncw was half 
tull of ſtale Piſs. In every one of theſe Cells there 1s 
a large wocden Bowl, which will hold a Gallon, it not 
more, fixed in a Corner near. the Head of the Bed to 
piſs in. This ſmelt fo very offenſively that it not only 


diſturbed my Reſt, but made my Head ach egregiouſ- 


ly. It being at this Time light ſoon after Three in the 
Morning, I got up and went to the Air-hole in the 
Door, to breathe the freſh Air. This Hole I meaſured 
atterwards, and found its Aperture to be, about ten 
Inches long, and eight wide, fortified with an Iron- 


grate, having ſix little Bars, three plain ones, and

three twiſted ones. I alſo meaſured my Cell, and 
found it was in Length about nine Feet, and about fix 
wide. 1 had almoſt forgot to tell the Reader, that the 
Bed I lay on was a thin fiock hard Mattreſs, lying on 
a boarded Bedſtead. This Mattreſs alſo ſwarmed with 
Lice, Fleas and Bugs; inſomuch that my Body was 
greatly whaled, I complain ed of all this, the next 
Morning to one of the Gatckeepers, who demanded 
of me S1x-pence for my Ward-Dues (c). He anſwer- 
ed, that he could not remove me out of No. 8. (the 
Cell into which I had been pur by the Locker) with- 
out Orders from his Maſter, meaning the Keeper of 
the Goal, whom I had not yet ſeen, and who lived at 
the great Houſe, to which he then pointed with his 
Hand. The Gatekeeper added, that when I went to 

pay the Keeper my Bed-money, I might ſpeak to him, 

his I did, but to no Effect. After ſome Days I com- 
plained a ſecond time, when the Keeper was pleaſed 
to ſay, I ſhould he in no other Place or Bed, and if 
„ Vas not fatisfied, I ſhould nor lie in a Bed at all.“ 
However, when ] had been in this Bed 26 Nights, al- 
moſt eat up as it were with Vermin, the Gatekeeper 
acquainted me, I was permitted to remove, to my 
great Joy, into the Fines- Room, whe Deſcription of 
which the Reader will ſee in the Plan, 
I had nor been here, I mean in the Priſon, more 
than three Days, before the Locker, who was alſo the 
Hemp-maſter, made me the following Offer, which 
being fomewhar extraordinary, I muſt trouble the Rea- 
der with. When Sir, ſays he, you have a Mind to 
& have one of theſe Girls you ſhall fancy, to lie 
« with you all Night, ycu may have her; — the Cu- 
© ſtom is, to pay for her Bed, and tip me a Shilling.“ 
{ replied, that 1 thanked bim for his kind Offer, bur 
that 1 was afraid his Girls were all of them troubled

Oo the 26th of Fuly 1756, fix Days after I came 
in, Juſtice Cox having broke up a diforderly Houſe in 


the Strazd, which in the Day-tme was a Linendraper's 


Shop (d), and in the Evening a Tavern, he ſent hi- 


ther three Men and three Women as diſorderly. The 
young Women ſcemed well rigged, as they term it 


here, and clean. One of the Girls, who had the Cha- 


racter of being a modeſt Girl, and one of the young 


Men, by Application made to the Juflice, got out the 
ſecond Day after they were committed. The two Girls 
laid in a Bed in the Fines- Rohm. The Reader is to ob- 
ſerve, that I now ilept in No. 8. The Weather was 
then very hot, and I could not lie in Bed, and getting 
up to breathe at the Air-hole, impatiently waiting for 
the Locker to unlock me, I heard the Locker coming 
up the Yard ;-——he unlocked the Open Ward, and the 
Fines- Room. Then he ſoon after came and opened the 
Door of the Long Gallery, and he, and one of the Girls, 


holding her Petticoats in her Hand, followed him, and 


they went to No. 3, which has a Bed in it, and there

7 firſt Night the Locker laid with her. This he did a 
1 {econd Night. At length, the Juſtice ſent for bh 
Wench to re-examine her, when the complained a- 
gainlt the Locker, as attempting to commit a Rape on 
her; and would the have confirmed her Accuf ation 
ith an Oath, his Worſhip declared, he would iſſue 
his Warrant to apprehend the Locker. But this ſhe 
declined. Whereupon the worthy Magiſtrate ſent for 
it the Keeper of this Goal, reproved him for ſuffering 
| 0 ſuch Pra iCtices, that the Prifon committed to hisCharge 
uas for the Reformation and Correction of Debauche- 
iy, Lewdneſs, cc. and therefore his Worſhip ordered 
the Keeper to diſmiſs the Locker his Service; which 
was accordingly done, 
This Locker has often boafted in my Hearing of the 
great Number and Variety of Girls he had lain with 
in this Goal, during the Term of ave or fix Years. 
Indeed, for a long Time, this Priſon might juſtly be 
filed, The Lockers and e Serag li ee 
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they would fetch Girls down into the Lodge, lie with 


them, and brag of their Debaucheries, as if it was 
their undoubted Right and uns; Two of theſe 


Lockers have catched the P , thro' this Means, 
if their own Confeſſion may be allowed for Truth. 
Men, when they arc committed hither, will give out 
they have Wives, when they have none, that fo the. 
may have a Harlot come and he with them at Plea- 
ſure. A Woman alſo will give out that ſhe has a Huſ- 
band for the ſame Reaſons. If the Woman lies in Bed, 
when ſhe comes to pay the Keeper, and her Husband 
or Spark has lain with her the Night before, it is com- 


mon for her to ſay, Sir, my Husband lay with me laſt 


Night, and then pay for him and herſelt. Aud this al- 
fo I have ſeen done, when the Caſe is of the Man's 
Side. The Keeper winks at all this for his own Gain; 
for if a Man and Wife lie in Bed, it is a Shilling each 
the firſt Night, and Six-pence every Night after. The 
Keeper gets many Pounds this Way. 

I ſhall conclude this Section, with relating ſome 0 
ther particular Inſtances of Pebauchety. |

One Da ay 
the acquainted a Gentleman, committed hither for an 
Aſſault, with her Story; who ny promiſed, on ſuch 
Conditions as the Reader may caſily gueſs, he would 
29 to her Miſtreſs, whom ſhe had robbed, make her 
Satisfaction, and ger her (the Priſoner's) Diſcharge. 
He was able to do what he ſaid, for he was a Man of 
a | perſonal Eſtate of C or 79 . a-year Freehold in

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this County, beſides an Annuity, Sc. The Locker 
was ſo down (e) upon both of them, that he did not 
leave Sight of one of them, till the Gentleman was 
diſcharged, which happened the next Day. The ſame 
Day, the Conftables brought in a flathy young Bean, 
or Rake, as an Impreſſed Man. To him Mus told her 
Story, as above. He promiſed to lay down the Money 
for the Satisfaction of her Miſtreſs, get her Diſcharge, 


make her his Wife in a very ſhort Time, and as ſhe was 


then ont of Bed, it was agreed between them, thar 


_ whilſt Mrs. Jenes was gone to Market, which ſhe did 


uſually about Ten o' Clock, go up to him into the Open 
Ward, where are three Beds, and lie with him. Bur 
the vigilant Locker was again down upon her, and 
though {he made two Attempts to meet her Gallant, 
he diſappointed them, went up, drove down all the 
Men, and locked the Stair-Caſe Door. I ſaw this 
Tranſact ion, and ſince have heard it repeated many 
times. She was removed from hence to Newpare, and 
tried, at the Seſſions-Houſe in the O14 Bailey, for 
robbing her Miſtreſs, and ſentenced by that Court to 
be branded. 1 | „ 
The next is of a young Woman, taken up as diſor- 
deily in a Town a little Weſt of Breatford in this 
County. She was brought into the Tap of a Tne/day 
about Noon. That Night and the two following the 
Locker, as he often ſaid, lay wich her, Theſe tuo 


were fo fond of cach other, that it was perceivable 


to the whole Honſe, and they ſtiled one the other, 


 Husband and Wife. On the fourth Day, a Woman 


was brought in for a Quarrel, and Mrs. Jones, to pre- 
vent their future lying together, bid the other Locker 
put this Woman into the fame Bed with her. She 
was, however, vaſtly fond of every Man that came 
near her, eſpecially of thoſe who were young. Ac 
length, her Month expired, and then it turned out, 
that ſhe was marricd to an old Man, to whom ſhe fer:

Wt heatd ot him often. His particular Letch was, to come

the Gentleman, and the other to his Left; and ſome- 
times he would alſo do rhe ſame by the Legs of the 
Gentleman and of the Girls: And thus the Gentle= 
man would fit with them. Mean while the Lecker 
would abuſe all three, eſpecially rhe pretended Prifo-

I am afraid, that I have already tired the Reader's 
Patience, and therefore I will clo'e this Section, with

Tranſgreſſors among Men.” In thort, this Goal is 
a _ Ditch of Debauchery, and a Sink of Death 
and Dettruction, 


SECT. II. The Author attempts to give a Reaſon 
for the general and t1mwerſal Debauchery of this 
Place. Of the other Vices of the Priſoners. Their 
Diverſions ; ſuperſtitions aad religions Principles, 
Cives a Relation, in what Manner ihe Author Fm 
his Time, during his Confinement. 


There are many Reaſons that greatly conduce to the 
general Debauchery of this Goal ; bur no one does ſo 
more than the following, v:z The extreme Poverty 
and Want of the Girls 22 (/) as they are cal- 
led] who are committed lüther. What is it that 
People in the continual Want of Food, hungry, ſtar- 
ving, and periſhing, will not be induced to do? 

And tho” it often happens, on their Commitment, 

that

that ſome of them have a lictie Money, by that Time 
they have lain in Bed two or three Nights, and regaled 
themſelves with a little Strong Beer, ſold to them at 
the extorſive and oppreflive Price of Four-pence a Pot, 
they are left without a Farthing to ſupport themſelves, 
beſides the County Allowance of a Pennyworth of 
Bread a Day, and then down they go on the Ground, 
or Floor, to ſleep out the Remainder of their J ime on 
the bare Boards; for it may be juſtly obſerved, that 
the Keeper, after their Money is gone, has no mote 
Mercy on them, than the Devil is ſaid to have on a 
damned Soul ! | 
Thoſe Molis, who have neither Friends nor Money 
to ſupport them, fare very hard, and their Condition 
is very miſerable, This Want expoſes them ro the 
Luft of every Felon, or other Man here confined, who 
never fail of improving the Civility they confer on 
theſe Girls, of giving them a Mouthful of Victuals, 
and a Swill of Strong Beer, to their own wicked and 
debauched Ends, One Felon of the laſt Seſſion, who 
ſpent a good deal of Money on two ſuch needy Girls, 
it was Currently reported, that he was ſeen in Bed be- 
tween both of them. 
As for Drunkenneſs, both the Men and the Women 
Priſonets are all guilty of it, getting drunk but as oſten 
as they can, which uſually happens on a Sunday, for 
that Day, being a Kind ot Holiday with the lower 
Claſs of People, they reſort hither, and oſten treat the 
Priſoners to Exceſs. And this generally appears in their 
Fighting and Quarrelling, Swearing and Blaſting of 
a Sunday Night, more than of all the Nights and 
Days in the Week put together. "oY 
As to their Converſation, it generally, nay, I may 
ſay, always turns on the Obſcene ; they hourly, even 
while they are beating Hemp, ſing the moſt lewd Songs, 
Men or Devils have invented. They can ſcarce ſpeak 
a Word, without Swearing, Blaſting or Profaning the 
Sacred Name of Gop. Yet they are great Believers, 
every one of them implicitly believe all the Articles 8 
the 
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the Chriſtian Faith; they believe alſo in Devils, De- 
mons, Spirits, Angels and Saints. They hope they 
ſhall live, they ſay, to repent of their Sins, and they 
doubt not, but they thall be ſaved, as well as the 
'Thiei on the Crofs, or as Mary Magdalene was, thro' 
the Merits, Interceſhon, Death and Blood of the Bleſ- 
{ed Jesvs. They all, wich our Modern M:rhodif?s, pre- 
ter Faith to Works. . 

They take great Delight in fitting in a Ring, and 
telling Stories of their own Adventures; — how man 
Men they had bilked, what Sums they had robbed *em 
of, and how many Watches they had maſoned. Tell 
who had their M — ds; - how they were firſt de- 
bauched z how long they had been in K 
many Children they had had, and what was become of 
them ;---promiſe how good they would be, when they 
got out of their preſent Trouble, relate their Dreams, 
tell Stories of Spirits, they could rake the Sacrament 
on it, they had ſeen; aud how often they had heard, 
they were {ure of it, as ſure, they would affirm, . as 
God is in Heaven, the Blocks and Beetles beat Hemp 


of rhemſelves, in the Dead of Night, Ec. Ec. How 
often, and where they had been in Confinement; whe- 


ther for Debt or Hard Labour ;---how often they had 


bunted it down to Portſmouth, and other Sea-Pott 


Towns ;----how they hid been taken down to this or 


that Horſe-Race ; that they had been at Bath, Sur- | 


ning, Scarborough, &c. Who had taken them ro the 
Play, gallanted them there, with ſo many Etcætera's, 
that it would fill this, and many ot the following 
Pages, to relate. FEY 

As to their Diverſions, when they are not beating of 
Hemp, they chiefly rurn upon, Hunting the Slipper, 
Thread my Needle Nan, and Priſon and Bars. The 
Men play at Chuck-Farthing, Toſſing-up, Leap-Frog, 
Ec. They both rake a particular Delight in the Fairy 
Dance, called Rolly Powly, which is a very merry 
Exerciſe, but abominably obſcene. In rainy Weather 
they will fit in the Shed, and ſing in Chorus, making

Leeping ;--how 
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a loud Noiſe. And thus they entertain and divert 
themſelves. They are all, both Men and Women, 


great Quidders and Smoakers of Tobacco, and Lakers 
of Snutt; and ſo habituated are they to boch, that they 
many times chuſe rather to buy Tobacco and Snuff, 
than Bread and Beer. 

I had much Time upon my Hands, and that I ſpenr 
thus: An eminent Maſter-trinter employed me to 
corre& for the Prefs, hs Family Bible. This took 
up fome Part ot my Time, and put a little Money 
into my Pocket weekly for my Support, and enabled 
me to pay for my Bed (&), keep myſelf, and now- 
and-then to give a tew Half-pence to ſuch poor Priſo- 
ners who were detained for their Fees, and ftarving 
without the County» Allowance (J). Towards Even- 
Ing, I uſed to walk in the Yard ſo many times up 

and down as I had computed made two Miles. I his 
I did to ezerciſe myſelf, and here it was, that the 


poor halt-ſtarved Creatures would come and ask my 


Aſſiſtance, and their Wants and Miſeries were I knew 


ſo great, that they often extorted from me that which 


I myſelk alſ) was in great Want of. It was a long Lime 
I bad to endure Coufinement. Auother Way 1 took to 
empley my Time was, in learning that pleaſant and de- 
luſive Language, called Arabic, of which Erpenzts 
affirms, Lingnarum omnitm nobiliorum hanc efſe Fa- 
crllimam, Which I have found to be literally true. 
Thus, together with Beating of Hemp: whenever call- 
ed thereto by the Keeper, I ſpent my Time, and had 


been at the Block many Days ſucceſſively, and was 
then hard and cloſe at the latter, when the Royal

SECT. III. By what Means the greater Part of the 


Priſoners live; who pay their Fees for them; the 


Miſeries of thoſe who cannot pay them. 


I ſhall now very briefly relate, in what Manner the 
—_— Women committed hither, are generally ſup- 
ported, during their Confinement. Moſt of them be- 


long to Caſes, A Caſe, is a Perſon who keeps a Houſe 


for the Reception of theſe Women and their Culls to 
commit. their Debaucheries in. To this Caſe, the 
looſe Woman reſorts with her Cull, where he ſpends 
his Money, and lies with her. When the Girl is ta- 
ken up diſorderly, and committed here, it is imme- 
diately known to the Keeper of the Caſe; who ſends 
her, every now-and-then, ſome broken or other Vic- 
tuals (o), or otherwiſe allows her Two-pence, or 
Three-pence, a Day. This with the County- Allow- 
ance of Bread, and the Bread (p) ſhe receives of the 


Keeper for her Labour, and what her Culls and Ac- 


quaintance (it ſhe has any that can) give her, ſhe gets 
through her Confinement of twenty-eight Days. Ob- 
ſerve, ſhe lies all this while upon the Floor, without 
any Thing to cover her, fave the Cloaths () the wears

(m) NATHAN CARRINGTOoN, Ei; () When this happened, I had 
to come of my Three Years Confinement in this Goal, two Years two Months 
and nineteen Days. . (e) They never ſend any raw Victuals, becauſe 
there is here no Convenience- for the Priſoner to dreſs it. ( Thoſe 
who do ſuch a certain Quantity of Work in a Day, receive of the Keeper a 
Pennyworth of Bread in the Evening.

the Caſekeeper ſends her, her Fee of Seven-and-two- 
pence, and then ſhe is diſcharged.

IJ am writing this, a Caſekeeper has ſent her Servant, 


who is paying Mr. Jones for two. The Conſequence 
is, that thoſe Girls, who are thus taken our, return in 
a direct Line to their old Courſes, and become the 
Slaves. of the Caſekcepers. The Caſekeeper always 
reckons up the Money advanced, and if the Girl owes 
her any old Arrears, ſhe puts that to it, makes the Sum 


_ upwards of Forty-ſhillings, and takes the Girl's Note 


ef Hand for the whole. And then if the Girl does 
not bchave to the Liking of the Caſekeeper, which it 
is very difficult to do, and pay the Debt when due, it 


is odds but the Debtor, if her Cull does not ſtand 


by her, is flung into the Marſhalſea, or into White- 
Chapel Goal. This very often happens. i 

I have known the Inamorato of a certain Curtezan, 
twice committed hither as diſorderly, keep her in 
Bed, lie with her 1n the Keeper's Beds, as often as 
ſuited Convenience, find her in Victuals, treat her 
well, get her Diſcharge, and pay her Fees. He effect- 
ed this the firſt time, in three Days; but the ſecond 
took him upwards of a Week. 

I have ſeen the Keeper of a Bagnio, or a Servant 
thereto, come hither, call for a Bottle or two of Wine, 
look over the Girls, enquire how near their Iimes were 
out, and according as they were approved of, have paid 
their Fees, and raken them our, and the Gitls ſo taken 
out have gone and lived at ſuch Bagnio's. | 

Again, J have ſeen a Captain, trading to our Ame 


rican Colonies, come here, call away for Wine, treat 


the Girls, and invite them to go abroad (r) with him, 
and he would pay their Fees. I have ſeen this Otter 
made ſeveral times. And once a Captain offered the

(5) This Artifice of our Trading Captains, in inveigling away great Numbers 
of the young Men and Women, ſelling of them, Sc. is a great Drain of the 
Inhabitants of this Iſland, and tends to leſſen the Number of His Majefty's Sub- 
jects.

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Gatekeeper five Shillings to lic with a Girl, but this 
was prevented by the Miſtreſs of the Tap, who to her 
Knowledge never ſuffered, or connived ar, any of the 
Debaucherics I have mentioned. 

There is another Kind of theſe unhappy Creatures 
who keep their own Lodgings, to which they bring 
their Culls; and theſe are Miſtreſſes of their own Con- 
duct and Gains. A Woman of this Claſs, I particu- 
larly noted. She laid on the Fl: or the whole Time, 
except when her quondam Husband treated her with 
a Bed, which was but twice during her Confinement. 
All ſhe ſpent, ſhe ſcored ; and it juſt came to an old 
Guinea. Her Time expired, ſhe immediately paid 


her Score and Fees, and left us. Their Impriſonment 


ends always at Six o Clock in the Evening. 

Now, as to thoſe poor, wretched, miſerable and 
unhappy Priſoners, who have neither Friends nor Mo- 
ney, they are kept, after their Times are out, and they 
diſcharged in the Eye of the Law, by the Keeper tor 
his Fees. Theſe, in order to obtain their Liberty, 
worry their Friends and Acquaintances, pawn their 
Cloaths, procure Collections to be made for them, and 
otherwiſe diſtreſs themſelves to raiſe their Fees. But 
tho' they uſe all their Endeavours to raiſe the Keeper 
his Fees, yet I have obſerved, that the Keeper ſcarce 
gets more than one Fee in four from the Priſoners com- 
mitted to his Cuſtody: Notwithſtanding, in the Re- 
volution of a Year, there are not a leſs Number com- 
mitted hither, than Twelve or Thirteen Hundred. — 
Now, as the Fee is the principal Part of the Keeper's 
Maintenance, beſides the annual Salary of Fifty Pounds 
and his Bed-money, he is obliged to exact and extort 
his Fees, from as many as he can, for the Support of 
himſelf and Servants. This Extortion, or Exaction, 
is that which very greatly oppreſles the Priſoner, and 
for the Fee, I have known the Keeper detain in his 
Cuſtody, ſome five Days, ſome a Week, others a 
Fortnight, and ſome longer, to the great Detriment 
of the Priſoner's Health, who, being without the

SECT. IV. Who have been Benefaffors to this 
| | Priſon. 


J have often likened the unhappy miſerable Priſoners 
confined here to the For/orn Hope of an Army, and it 
ſeems to me, as if the Magiſtrates of M ddleſex, and 
the Publick too, have deſtined them to utter Deſtruc- 
tion and Death; the firſt, by allowing them no more 
than a Bit (tor ſo indeed a Pennyworth of Bread now 
is) of Bread a Day, and the latter, in that they have 
not beſtowed on this Goal one Beneſaction, nor do the 
Charitable and Humane, of which there are great Num- 
bers, in this City and County, ever fend hither any 
Relief, or ſo much as [as far as I can perceive] ever 
think of them. I am ſure of this, I have neither ſeen 
nor heard of any Benefaction received, either from 
Prelate, Nobleman, Magiſtrate, Gentleman or Lady, 
ſince I have been here, PER 

However, there have been ſome ſmall Benefactions 
beſtowed upon theſe poor Creatures: As, | 

1. From the 9 akers ; but that is two Years ſince: 
They were very good to the poor Priſoners, in ſending 
them from their Workhouſe, which adjoins to this 
Priſon, Broth, Meat and broken Victuals, once or 
twice a Week. SE Fo 
2. From the Methodiſt Teachers, They have been, 
for ſeveral Years paſt, the beſt Benefactors to this 
Goal; they conſtantly come here on a Sunday about 
Noon, ſeriouſly and pathetically exhort the People to 
Repentance and Amendment of Life, and often di- 
ſtribute among them uſe ful Books. When this is done, 
they alſo ſrequently enquire for the moſt neceſſitous, 
and relieve them either by giving them Money, or pro- 
curing their Enlargement, by paying all or Part of their 
Fees, There was not long ago, a poor Woman * 

: three 
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three Children ſent hither, till they could be paſſed. 
Sh: was in a ftarving Condition, without either Mo- 
ney or Friend, and both ſhe and her Children mult in- 
evitably have periſhed, had it not been for their kind 
and ſeaſonable Aſſiſtance. They gave Seven-fſhillings 
to Mrs. Jones, and ſhe bought Meat for them, made 
them Milk Pottage, Ec. and gave them the Dreſſing. 
This, with the County-Bread ſupported them for ſe- 
ven Days, when the Order came tor paſting them a. 
way. As the Pariſh, who ſent them hither, has a 
Workhouſe, or Houſe of Maintenance tor their Poor, 
the better and more humane Way would be, to ſend 
them thither, where there is Food ſufficient, till they 
could be paſſed away. 

3. From a Clergyman at Oxford. I had, acciden- 
tally in Converſation with a Friend who came hither 
ro ſee me, mentioned the Poverty and miſerable Con- 
dition of moſt of thoſe ſent to this Goal. Whereupon 
ſoon after, he called on me again, and brought me two 
Guineas, and deſired of me, to diſpoſe of it to ſuch 
Priſoners, who were the moſt indigent and neceſſitous. 
Which I have done, and I have here ſub joined in the 
Margent, an Account (s) thereof tor the Satisfaction

(r) Received for this End, on the fourth of February 17575 Two Guineas ; 
which were diſpoſed of in the following Manner; wiz, 1. To Martha Knight 
and Child, Three- Pence a Day for Seven Days, One-and-nine-pence. 2. To 
Henrietta Church and Child, One-and-nine-pence 3. To Anne Tongs, Money, 
Victuals, and a Pair of Shoes, ſhe was fick the latter Part of her Time, Four- 
ſhillings - and- a-halfpenny.

4. I thall now juſt mention ſuch Acts of Beneficence 
as have been done by the Keeper, and ſome others. 
1. Ir fo happened, that a young Man, a Fine for three 
Months, when he had been here about a Fortnight, 
fell ill of the Small-Pox. He was very poor, and lay 
| on the Floor, the Keeper ſent him a Bed to lie on, 
| during his Sickneſs, and was ſo kind as to ſend him, 
YH by the Hands of his Houſekeeper, now-and-then ſome 
Victuals ſuitable to his Condition. 2. Mrs, Jones was 
kind to him, told his Caſe to the Met hodiſt Teachers, 
and got him from time to time, about Five-ſhillings of 
them, which ſhe laid out in the beſt Manner ſhe could; 
otherwiſe, I mean, if Mrs. Jones had not taken Care 
of the poor Fellow he muſt have died, and this was the 
Opinion of the whole Goal ; tor the County do not al- 
low the Sick and Diſcaſed any Relief, as is done in 
the City Houſe of Correction. He recovered of his. 
Malady, lived out his Impriſonment, and is now hearty 
and well. I take this Opportunity of thanking this ho- 


| neſt and induſtrious Woman for her Humanity towards

This Man died through the Severity of the Weather, Want of Cloathing, of a 

Bed, and of proper Food and. Care, Note, Many Perſons die here, in theCourſe 
of a Year, through Want of Food and Care.

| gent, Six-ſhillings. It was the Opinion of all here, that this Man muſt inevi- 
1 tably have periſhed, if it had not been for this Aid. He was removed to Neu- 
gate, tried, and acquitted.

SECT. V. Why no other Offenders ſbould be ſent 
Hit her, heſides thoſe for Correction and Hard La- 
bour. The evil Conſequences of ſending Husbands, 
Wives, and Apprentices hither. By no Means Fe- 
ons ſhould be ſent to this Gt. 


Until the Reign of James therFirſt, the Magiſtrates 
of Middleſex were accuſtomed to ſend all Kinds of 
Offenders to the County-Goal. But the Number of 
_ Offenders having increaſed of late Years, Newgate was 
judged too ſtrait a Place for them, and they feared it 
might breed a Sickneſs. Whereupon Sir Baptiſt Hicks 
gave to the Cuſtos Rotulorum and the Juſtices of M d- 
alejex, two large Fields and Grounds adjoining there- 
to, lying and being in the Village or Hamlet of Cer- 
kenwell, for them thereon to build a Houſe for tlie 
Reception and Impriſonment of ſuch Perſons, who 
thould for their ſeveral Offences deſerve Correction. 
The Magiſtrates, inſtead of ſending Perſons for Cor- 
rection to Newgate, as heretofore, have continued e- 
ver ſince to ſend them to this Place. Here they were 
kept a certain Time confined, were ſeveral times whip- 
feu according to the Degree and Quality of the Of- 
ence, and then diſcharged ; bur there was not at that 
_ Timeany Labour; that did not obtain till the Revo/ution, 

This was the State of the Goal till the Juſtices began 
to {end hither ſeveral other Kind of Offenders. This

Nou Felons, both Men and Women, are of erery 
Species of Offenders, the moſt wicked and debauched, 
and in their Converſation the moſt corrupt; wherefore 
they are a Set of Miſcreants that ſhould by no Means 
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particularly aſſigned for them, and they ſhould all be 
ſent thither. In the Caſe of an Evidence, he ſhould: be 
{ſent to New Priſon, and his Accomplices to Newgate. 
There can now be but two Reaſons. why Felons are 
ſent to this Priſon ; the firſt 1s to fill the Keeper's Beds, 
which often and generally happens: Note, Felons pay 
no Fees, ſo the Keeper can / have. no other Intereſt in 
them. The ſecond is, they make for the Tap,; for 
ſome of them are full of Money, have many Friends, 
who together with themſelves ſpend profuſely. They

Of the ſame Uſe to the Keeper and to the Tap, is 
the ſending hither all Perſons guilty of Affrays and Aſ- 
ſaults, Words and Quarrels, with this Difference, that 
they pay Fees, Some of theſe Perſons, tho' generally 
drunk when theſe Quarrels happen, are otherwiſe ho- 
neſt and induſtrious People, and it is great Pity they

of Sureties: Their own Undertakings ſhould be ſuffi- 


Their 
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Their being ſent hither brings them acquainted with 
a roguiſh, debauched Set of People, which generally 
trends to the Depravity of their Manners. Indeed, 1 
cannot ſee any prudential Reaſon, why: any other Sort 
of Priſoners ſhould be ſent hither, beſides thoſe for 
Correction and Hard Labcur. 5 3 

Which brings me juſt to mention the Folly of ſend- 
ing Apprentices to this Goal; though, indeed, they 
are generally committed for Hard Labour, yet in the 
preſent Conſtitution, the Perſons ſent are ſure to be 
ruined, by contracting an Intimacy with the looſe and 
diſorderly Girls. It is of no other Uſe than to ſwell 
the Profits of the Keeper, and to benefit the Tap. 

The preſent Couſticution of this Goal ſeems to me, 
to be founded chiefly for the Emolument of the Keep- 
er, and the Benefit of the Tap, on the one hand; and 
on the other, for the Ruin and Deſtruction of the 
Priſoner, the Debauchment of the Apprentice, the 
Corruption of every Man, and of every Wite; it makes 
the Husband a Cuckold, and the Wife a Proſtitute. 


SECT. VI. Of the Keeper, Turnkey, Mat ron, Gate- 
Keepers, &c. their prefent Profits, Cuſtoms, &c. In 
what Manner they uſe the Priſoners. 


This Goal is governed by a Keeper, who is nomi- 
nated by the Cuſtos Rotulorum, and confirmed by the 
Juſtices of the Peace in their Open Seſſions. He holds 
his Place, during Pleaſure and good Behaviour. He is 
{tiled in all Commitments, Detainers, c. The Go- 
vernour of the Houſe of Corre&ion, in Clerkenwell.”? 

As to the Keeper's Power, that ſcems ro be unlimit- 
ted and arbitrary, and he exerciſes it in much the 
fame Manner, Captains and Boatſwains do on board. 
a Ship. Which has given him, among the Priſoners, 
the general Appellation of the Captain, as, Where is 
the Captain ? The Captain is gone out, &c.

For all which, they have the following Rewards:

It is called his Ward-Dues, and of every Priſoner ly- 
ing out of Bed on, the Floor, they take Three-pence 
half-penny.

AWo- 
110 man had much abuſed and beaten another, which be- 
Il ing told the Keeper, the Offender had the Shears put 
f upon her Legs, which extended them to a very paintul 
Straddle, and her Hands were hand cuffed behind, and 
in this Poſition ſhe remained for 24 Hours, when ſhe 
humbled herſelf, asked Pardon of her whom ſhe had

The Keeper has many ether Ways of puniſhing Of- 

fenders, according to their ſeveral Crimes, but what
